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great principle of liberty and progress ; and, above all, he urged 
that it was desirable that France should cultivate an alliance 
which leads her to the performance of great actions, 
M. Billault pronounced that the alliance of France and England 
is a precious guarantee for the peace and liberties of the world, 
although between two nations so great, so eminent, both in 
peace and war, in industry and in commerce, it is impossible, 
especially after centuries of rivalry, that there should not be 
competition for influence and jealousy of supremacy, French- 
men and Englishmen would not be men if there were not little 
differences and rivalries between them, even with the profoundest 
convictions of the necessity of their alliance ; but, notwith- 
standing these little differences and embarrassments, what serious 
man could be so inimical to the peace of the world as to desire 
the rupture of this alliance? What reflecting man could fail to 
acknowledge that this alliance has done great things for the 
world and has great things yet to do? 

If the newly-inaugurated debates in the French Chambers are 
to be conducted in the mode in which they have been begun we 
in England can have little cause to be dissatisfied. We are too 
mouch accustomed to the necessity of an Opposition in order to 
elicit opinion out of argument not to admit the value of such 
antagonists as M. de la Rochejacquelein and his satellites, Their 
function is to evoke the sentiments of the Government, and as 
long as so much policy and so much wisdom dictate the course 
and inspire the language of the Ministers of the Emperor we 
can only be grateful to those members of the Chambers who 
draw monster indictments against us, and still more to those 
senatorial Tom Thumbs who, like M. Boissy, declare their 
regrets “that in the draft of the Address no mention was 
made of the Navy which would render such great 
service in a war with England, which he desired.” It seems 
to us that the remarkable circumstances which have sur- 
rounded this first dissipation of the political dumbness of 
France have tended to show, among others, two things, The 
first is, that there is a thorough appreciation among initiated 
and sensible men in France of the power and the influence 
of England, which, on many indirect admissions, was shown to 
be at this moment as nearly predominant as possible in Europe ; 
and, as regards the affairs of Italy, the words of Victor 
Emmanuel in his speech on the opening of his Chambers were 
scarcely more decisive on this point than much that was said by 
French senators on both sides, This is no doubt gratifying to 
Englishmen, although it may have been sufficiently evident to 
them before, But there is a still greater compliment 
paid to the influence of England and her institutions 
by the very fact of this debate occurring in the French 
Senate at all. It symbolises the recovery of that free 
speech in France which to us is proverbially held to 
be next to the air we breathe; and it would seem as 
if it was a part of that great system of progress towards 
liberal government which has clearly been generated in the 
mind of the Emperor of the French, and is the natural result of 
the alliance and the intercourse of the two peoples, Commercial 
freedom and political and personal liberty are of necessity 
coincident, Of such a state of things England has been hitherto 
the chief, if not the only, representative. Everything seems to 
portend that, in these respects, we are about to encounter a 
generous rivalry and a happy competition on the part of France,

Except in the case of the church-rate battles Parliament has 
not been engaged in any fierce strife, but there have been debates 
of interest in both Houses, The Admiralty system has been 
very severely overhauled upon three occasions, and the result 
has been the appointment of two Committees, one on the whole 
system, and one on the questions of promotion and retirement, 
which latter appointment was carried against Government by 
102 to 97. It is impossible that good should not arise out of 
almost any examination into the working of the present slow, 
costly, and clumsy Admiralty machinery, which ought no 
more to be tolerated than the old semaphore would be now 
that electricity renders us independent of fog or distance, The 
case of Mr. Turnbull has also been discussed, and, though 
upon looking into detail one does not feel inclined to 
admire that gentleman very much, it is clear that he is 
the victim of a dead set made at him by very 
prejudiccd people. Lord Normanby has delivered a very 
weak speech against the Sardinians; and the same battle was 
fought in the Commons, Mr. Layard being the champion of 
liberty, and Sir George Bowyer and Mr, Hennessy assailing the 
King of Italy, Each advocate charged the soldiers of the other 
side with dire cruelties, but it was made plain to the House 
that the atrocities of the Neapolitans and the Pope's troops 
were brutal wickedness, and that the severities of the Sardinians 
were rendered necessary by the incessant plotting of the Re- 
actionists. Mr, Layard did his work vigorously and well, Lord 
Derby called the attention of the House to the vandalism of 
railroad schemers, who are ready to destroy any architectural 
ornament that comes in their way, and some of whom now 
propose to break up Finsbury-circus, and remove the beautiful 
and useful London Institution. The hardships suffered by the 
poor in consequence of these wholesale encroachments on their 
dwellings were also pleaded by Lord Derby, though with less 
success, for, however much we may regret the individual suf- 
fering, the doing away with a low, close, and crowded neigh- 
bourhood must be a benefit to the population, Probably 
we shall one day see established near London colonies for 
workmen, who will be conveyed at alow rate, byrail, to and from 
their labour, 

There is bad news from Warsaw—bad, at least, in a sense, 
The success of the Italian revolution, and the triumph of Hun- 
gary in extorting a good theoretical Constitution from Austria, 
have not been lost upon the Poles, who again assert their right 
to a nationality. They have met in thousands at Warsaw to do 
homage to their national flag, and, as usual, have been met 
by sabre and bayonet. Many perished—slain for having com- 
mitted no single act of outrage or violence, but merely for 
having knelt to recognise the national blazon, The next day the 
whole of the population appeared in mourning. These are signs 
not to be neglected ; but there seem to be contradictions as to 
the mode in which the Emperor is expected to act, it being 
said that the General who ordered the slaughter would be dis- 
graced, and yet that the Court of St. Petersburg would exercise 
very great severity. The Poles will have their turn one day, 
The wiser and more humane counsels which dictated the enfran- 
chisement of the serfs are, as we stated last week, in course of 
fulfilment, and the season of Lent has been judiciously selected 
as the time for making the change, inasmuch as then the 
peasant, under religious influences, or at least compelled to 
certain observances of decorum, will have the less temptation 
to sully his new freedom by excess, 

Mr. President Lincoln was, doubtless, inaugurated last 
Monday, and strong anxiety is felt for news as to the 
course he will adopt in regard to the South. Mr, Jefferson 
Davis, the President of the Southern Confederation, has 
taken office, and has lost no time in proclaiming that there 


must be no idea of a reunion, and that the sword must be 
resorted to should there be any attempt to reimpose the Federal 
yoke, This language is, doubtless, explicit enough. In what 
way Mr. Lincoln intends to carry out his idea of avoiding 
invasion and coercion, and yet of seizing back any Federal 
property on which the Secessionists have laid hands, is a problem 
for whose solution we shall wait with impatience, 

The singular Yelverton case, which has caused such extra- 
ordinary excitement in Ireland, has been brought to a conclusion, 
and the jury have found that both the Scotch and the Irish 
marriages were good, and that Major Yelverton was a Catholic. 
His wife, as she is now in every way entitled to be called, was 
made the centre of a tremendous ovation; her carriage was drawn 
by the mob (to be sure it was the other day doing the same for 
a Cardinal and an opera singer), and she had to address the 
crowd from the balcony of her hotel, All this may seem ridicu- 
lous enough, but it shows the intolerance which the people 
have of injustice ; and when a beautiful woman is made the 
victim of cruel wrong human nature must have fair play and 
be allowed any legitimate demonstration. Major Yelverton 
will, of course, have to leave the Army and society generally, 
for the “ gentle blood” which he considered gave him such a 
superiority (an Irish paper says that his great-grandfather was a 
butcher and his grandmother a cook) will not be held a quali- 
fication for intercourse with honest men and virtuous women, 
after his own declarations as to the duties and liabilities of life. 
The most charitable way of regarding his most offensive display 
is by remembering that it was only by proving himself a rascal 
that he could disprove his being a bigamist, The sympathy of 
all must go with the unfortunate lady whom he married after 
discarding Mrs, Yelverton, and who has, unhappily, childrea— 
now deprived of a name, :

— While inviting 
rench philosophers te send her —— of emancipation, this amiable 
Sovereign enslaved the whole of the Ukraine, and made presents of 
slaves to her Generals and Ministers, and to the vilest of her favourites. 
This custom of giving away human beings in the same way that the 
Sultan, in the present day, gives away horses was first discontinued by 
Alexander II.; but in the meanwhile the Emperer Paul, madman as 
he was, had shown that he understood more of the rights of humanity 
than the intelligent and highly literary Catherine, and had limited the 
task-work to be ormed by the serf on his master’s estate to three 
days in the week. Still the so-called “serf” was in reality a slave 
until within the last twenty years, being for purposes of sale as much 
at the disposal of the proprietor as any chattel in his house or any beast 
on his domain. By the important oukaz of 1842, however, Nicholas 
made it illegal to separate members of the same family, or to sell 
peasants at all without the land to which they were attached. The 
essence of serfdom would appear to consist in the peasant being 
“ ascribed to the soil”—adscriptus glebe. In the reign of Boris 
Godounoff (a contemporary of our Elizabeth) the Russian peasant was 
so assigned, but under Peter and his successors he was “detached” from 
his native fields whenever it suited the interest or caprice of the proprietor 
to employ him elsewhere as a workman in a factory, or as a domesticser- 
vant ; to sell him, to give him away, to stake him on an ace at vingt-et-un, 
or, literally, to make his future life depend on the cast of a die. By 
the decree of Nicholas the agricultural population found itself once 
more in the not very enviable position which it had occupied under 
Boris Godounoff, the institutor of serfdom in Russia; and the whole 
work of Boris Godounoff has now to be undone by the t 
Emperor, who, however much the opposition of a mole-eyed 
politicians and a number of selfish, tyrannical landholders may delay 
it, will assuredly carry out his project of emancipation. 

The recent indefinite postponement of a measure that was to have 
liberated more than half the rural population of Russia from a bondage 
which, however light in some instances, is nevertheless a bondage that 
is felt, cannot but have been attended with considerable danger. 
‘On ne badine pas avec l'amour,” says a French proverb, and love of 
liberty also is not to be trifled with. Ever since the accession of the 
present Emperor the serfs have been expecting their emancipation, 
and three years have now elapsed since Alexander II. definitively

FLINT IMPLEMENTS FOUND IN THE “ DRIFT.” 


A MEETING of the Ethnological Society was recently held for the 
purpose of discussing the subject of the flint im ents found as- 
sociated with the bones of extinct animals a e Po ee ae 
archeologists and geologists were specially invi to take part in the 
discussion. Mr. Botfield, MP, the President of the Archzological 
Association, took the chair. 

The discussion was opened by Mr. Pettigrew, who explained how the
